Jean Nicolet, the adventurous Nor- 


man, who discovered Wisconsin and 
founded what is now the city of Green 
Bay in 1634, made the trip from Que- 
bec to Green Bay. over the projected 
Great Lakes Waterway route. 


Just 14 years 
after the Pilgrims 


landed in Plymouth, Nicolet with sev- 
en Huron Indian savages, started the 
treacherous trip in canoes, from the 
Canadian 
city; came down the St. 


Lawrence river; crossed Lakes Ontario 
and Erie, followed the coast line of 
Lake Huron until they reached Lake 
Michigan which they crossed and ar- 
rived at Red Banks on the shore of 
Green Bay in 1634. He made the 1,000 
mile trip as an emissary of Governor 
Champlain of New France, which is 
now Canada, after spending approxi- 
mately 10 years, isolated from the rest 
of the world in Indian camps, fitting 
himself for the expedition. 


Nicolet's companions were sent into 


the camps of the Winnebago's with 
the announcement 
that the "Mani- 


touirinion" or a "wonderful man" was 
coming.

of such a brute fact as Turkey's revival, 
with France and Russia behind her, the 
citing of deal-letter pact* forced upon her 
when she could not stand up for herself is 
a waste of time. Kemal has created his 
own situation. 


Il so happens that no European nation 


vwy greatly desires to fight any one at 


this time. 
It is said England's small ar- 


my on the spot could not prevent capture 
of Constantinople if the Turks went after 
it. 
And England—however much her 


commercial interests may desire to keep 
this key position out of Moslem hands- 
is in no mood to conduct a war to the fin- 
ish with Kemal. 


The Turks are a cruel and not a par- 


ticularly intelligent nation. Their crimes, 
whatever the aggravation, have been in- 
excusable. 
They have few factories or 


schools thai outsiders have not established 
for them, and from 
the standpoint of 


prosperity aud enlightenment the return 
to them of spheres of influence held by 
more civilized and capable nations is re- 
grettable. Yet it is not customary, when 
admitting territorial sovereignty, to ask 
into the character of the rulers. If they 
have a government on the spot and the 
power and courage to uphold it, and a 
population generally willing to be sub- 
ject, the rest, of the world has not been 
disposed to question further. 
That is 


certainly the case in the lands Turkey has 
recovered, and in at least part of the 
lands whose return she is now demand- 
ing. 


The Turks are no longer weak—that is 


the point that changes the entire situation 
in the Near east. 
Policies that interna- 


tional law justified against a weak and 
incompetent nation are'not practical when 
that nation, though incompetent, as ever, 
becomes strong. 
It sounds like "might 


makes right." but it seems to be the meat 
of the matter with regard to Turkey.

PUT AWAY THE DRAPE 


Housekeepers are hard to reform. 
They still 


clean house in spite of all I have said about the 
unhygienic habit. 
They still seek some miracul 


ous disinfectant which will chase germs out of the 
house, for it is a rare housekeeper who isn't more 
or less convinced that germs ''lurk" here and.there 
as a matter of rnicrobie habit or pure pervesity. 


Nest to fresh air, which has been pretty thorough- 


ly sold to a fair share of housekeepers, at least the 
variety of fresh air that doesn't stir too much, sun- 
ight is perhaps the most potent health preserver 
one can keep in the house for all occasions. Sun 
ight gets in its best licks in the good old summer 
:ime when folks venture out of doors and house- 
keepers take down the drapes and suchlike obstruc 
ions which ordinarily cover windows. 
The air is 


no fresher or purer in summer than it is in win- 
er. We must credit sunlight with the improvement 
n health which most .people experience in summer 


In the winter time there isn't so much sunlight 


available. 
In the winter time a sensible house- 


keeper would naturally arrange her window trim- 
mings to admit more sunlight than the summer 
window trimmings admit'ed. But how rare is the 
ensible housekeeper! Almost universally the win- 
dows are covered with all the drapes the house 
affords in winter, and within all is dark and gloomy. 


This curious custom of excluding sunlight from 


the house when it is most essential for the health 
and happiness of occupants is probably rather a 
matter of habit with housekeepers than mere wil- 
fulness. It started away back when it was the gen- 
eral custom to pile old leaves or straw or manure 
around the foundation of the house in the fall and 
board up all windows and doors except the lee door, 
in order to keep warm through the winter. All 
prudent householders tof>k such measures in the old 
days: and no housekeeper wishes to be considered 
negligent 
So it is the proper custom to put on 


the windows a sort of red flannel underwear when 
preparing for winter. 


The housekeeper who used to keep the window 


curtain? drawn and the shades down to prevent 
fading of the green roses in the carpet and the red 
plush in the parlor couch has. of course long since 
passed to her reward, although one correspondent 
assures me he has found a living specimen in Man- 
kato. Minn. 


By way of excus* for shutting sunlight out of 


the house some housekeepers maintain that a dark- 
ened room is cooler in the heat of the summer. 
This may be true, but it does not jibe well with 
the usual custom fdr if it be true then the drap- 
eries and lambrequins and other trimmings should 
be kept up in summer and taken down when winter 


es. 
Coolness is probably better assurefl by 


open windows without any obstruction to the faint 
breezes that shade or curtains would discourage.. 
The place for shade is outside of the house, in the 
shape of foilage or awnings.

If they renew their former support 
in united form of Venizelos. and allow 
Greece to retain the major portion 
of the territory allotted to her after 
the world war. that nation can look 
forward to powpr and prosperity but 
if not she must become a very negli 
gible factor in Balkan affairs.

.ipves the plight of Greece due equally 
to "a party political quarrel" and to 
'interference by the allied powers' 
and holds that, if the revolution means 
there will be less interference and 
meddling, and that, hereafter, "Greece 
shall manage its own affairs it will 
mark the beginning of a new period."

was signed on the basis of Wilson's 
fourteen points, fine statements of 
great principles and of justice, that 
.he dawn of a brighter day had come 
We felt that we had learned a lesson

Iways plotting for advantage, ever 
maneuvering for public favor that 
hey may continue in office, and with 
ittle care for the larger welfare of 
mankind. A keen observer lias said 
'politics ruins character." Public life 
ins always tended to lead men to 
sacrifice conviction for popularity, 
and to make them prejudiced partis- 
ns rather than enlightened statesmen.

ince the Armistice was signed. If 
ur Congressmen and Senators had 
isen in intellectual and moral power 
o the demand of the hour and had

as 
statesmen 
rather 
than 


uarreling politicians, the ruin of the 
vorld would now have been well on 
he way to recovery. 


But American politicians have not 
pen the only blind and selfish lead- 
rs Europe too has been in the hands 
f partizans, animated by prejudices 
nd considering themselves the custo- 
ians of special national 
interests 


ather than as men appointed to re- 
uild a rained world. 
They have 


hown the competitive, nationalistic 
pint rather than the cooperative in-

They first created 
n unrighteous peace, and belied the 
rinciples on which the armistice was 
Kned.

an to dispute among themselves upon 
most everything which looked toward 
he upbuilding of Europe, figuring al- 
ways for" national advantage. 
The 


tory of Italian, Greek and French 
'.atosmanship for the. period following 
ie war will make a sorry chapter in 


future history of the world, as 


will that of the United States. 


Whnt can be done to lift Europe 
ut of its tragedy? 
What can be 


one to save Austria, Germany ana 


other striken and bankrupt nations? 
What can be done to keep millions 
more from starving? 
As far as the 


United States is concerned, we must 
reverse our narrow and selfish na- 
tionalistic policy, and acknowledge our 
world relationships and world respon- 
sibilities. 
We must not be Levites 


but good Samaritans. 
We must do 


our duty to humanity by participating 
in the affairs of the world. We must 
send delegates to international Coun- 
cils, postpone the payment or cancel 
the debts of war burdened nations, 
give money, establish trade relations, 
pull down high tariff walls and do 
our utmost in every way to recuper- 
ate stricken Europe. We could ren- 
der immense service, if we woulJ 
abandon our artificial, foolish ami 
selfish policy of aloofness, and our 
silly talk about "entangling alliences.'' 
When 
men are starving by the 


hundreds of thousands, it is no time 
to be tied to outgrown traditions. We 
must act like brothers in the brother- 
hood ot nations. 


The second thing we should do is 


abandon our present position and join 
the League of Nations. 
The Senate 


voted to do this with reservations. 
We should do the same thing again; 
and, in tho light of the splendid work 
of the League during the past three 
years, hampered though it has been 
by our attitude and the acts of the 
Council Premiers, the President should 
sign it, not veto it as unfortunatelv 
did Wilson. 
The League of Nations 


is the one ray of sunshine in this 
dark day. It is thai one organization 
that has been building on a high sense 
of justice and a true international 
spirit. 
It is the body which has 


shown 
constructive 
statesmanship. 


Dr. J. H. Jcwett has well said: "It 
is the depository of all our inter- 
national hopes and ideals. There is 
nothing else 
in the field. If the 


League has the requisite power, 
cnn save the cause of civilizatio 
We cannot get on in recupcrati 
the world without some internationa" 
association to deal with the ^perplex 
ing problems of Europe. As long as 
tbey are left to conferences of dele- 
gates and politicians or to conferences 
f t premiers with special interests to 
maintain, the condition is apt to grow 
worse instead of better. There must 
I>e. some association of the nations 
which can view issues from more 
than a nationalistic standpoint, which 
has tho power to interpret and en- 
force international law, which can 
bring world sentiment to bear on 
disputed problems, which can foster 
international good will and protect 
the interests of weaker nations. There 
must be an organization which can 
engage world experts to study im- 
partially qusstions of international in- 
terests, which can maintaina court 
of the 
world's greatest jurists to 


pass 
upon 
the 
matters 
of dis- 


agreements 
between 
states, 
and 


which can hold Congresses 
where 


practically all the nations of the earth 
Will be represented by their greatest 
statesmen. Such an organizaion alone 
can secure the cooperation necessary 
to rebuild the world.

Sheriffs, cor- 
oners, registers of deeds, district atcnrneys, and all other 
county officers except judicial officers, shall be chosen by 
the electors of the respective counties once in every two 
years.

properties for the production, transmission, delivery or 
furnishing of light, heat, water or power to the public"; 
now, therefore, be it 
' 


Resolved by the Assembly, the Senate concurring, 


That the foregoing amendment to the constitution of the 
state of Wisconsin be and the same is hereby agreed to 
by the legislature. 


NOTE.—(Under the present provisions of the con- 


stitution, cities and other municipalities are prohibited 
from becoming indebted in any manner or for any pur- 
pose to any amount, including existing indebtedness, 
in the aggregate exceeding five per centum on the value 
of taxable property therein, to be ascertained by the 
last assessment for state and county taxes previous to 
the incurring of such indebtedness. If this proposed 
amendment is ratified by the people, cities will be auth- 
orized to incur an additional indebtedness, not exceed- 
ing another five per centum on such value, for the pur- 
pose of acquiring or constructing the public utilities 
mentioned in the amendment.)

I Through 
a Sieve 
Woven finer 
Than Silk 


Portland cement, to meet 
the exacting specifications 
of leading engineering soci- 
eties and the United States 
Government, must be 
ground so fine that at least 
78 per cent will pass a sieve 
jfiaving 200 wires per linear 
inch. A silk handkerchief 
has but 110 threads per inch 
— an excellent quality of 
silk dress goods 187 threads. 


The watch in your pocket hardly 
calls for a more complicated and 
carefully adjusted process of manu- 
facture than the making of cement. 
Grinding is only one of the many 
operations required to make it. 
Yet in grinding alone, see what is 
required: 
The rocks from the quarry, often 
as big as a piano and heavier, go 
first into a gigantic "coffee mill." 
It bites at these huge chunks, 
chips them, and finally crushes 
them—to pieces six inched or so 
in diameter. 
Two finer mills follow, one af tar 
the other, reducing the stones to 
the size of coarse sand. After this, 
they must be ground in a great re- 
volving cylinder half filled with 
steel balls, until every cubic foot 
of the rock has been reduced to 14 
billion pieces—until 85 per cent 
of them will shake through a sieve 
thatwillactuallyholdwater,asieve 
with 40,000 holes to the square 
inch. 
And all of this is less than half the 
necessary grinding. The coal must 
be ground. For the object of all 
this fine grinding of the raw ma- 
terials is only that it may be fused 
into crystalline clinkers. And to 
fuse it requires pulverized coal— 
or its equivalent. Most plants use 
pulverized coal 


The coal must be ground as fine 
as the raw stone. Eighty-five per 
cent of it or thereabouts must go 
through the sieve that holds 
water. And that often means two 
grinding operations. 
There is still the clinker to be 
ground. It is glass-hard to begin 
with. It must be ground first to the 
fineness of sand, and then ground 
andreground in another cylinder 
of steel balls—until at least 78 per 
cent of it will go through the 
sieve woven finer than silk. 


Huge bowlders to an impalpable 
dust Common coal to an impal- 
pable dust, and finally, after the 
naming, glass-hard clinker to an 
impalpable dust That is the mak- 
ing of cement. And eight heavy 
grinding operations are required 
in the process. 
Grinding is only one of the lesser 
heat and power consuming oper- 
ations in cement manufacture.
